Move Made to Obtain Control of 
Renfrew Park— Will Not 
Change Present Set-up

! Last night city council approved the recommendation 
of the city commissioners that the request of H. D. Ainlay, 
F. H. Drayton, Webb King, Harry Cohen and Pete Maney, 
as representatives of the Senior Amateur Baseball League 
of Edmonton, for an assignment of the present lease on 
Renfrew Park as well as a five-year extension of the same 
from May 1, 1938, be granted. This, however, is subject to 
formal surrender of the existing lease by the trustees, H 
Roche, C. 8. Campblell and F. J. Hughes. 

The gist of the foregoing, as near as the writer 
can figure out, is that if the applicants can satisfy the 
equity claim of Henry Roche and the trustees, the city 
will grant them an assignment of the existing lease on 
Renfrew Park and an extension of the same for five 
years which would carry them to May 1, 1943. The 
commissioners’ report to council states that the appli- 
cants wish to acquire the equity of Henry Roche, who 
financed the building of Renfrew Park. 

Commenting on this application, Clarence Campbell 
emphatically declared that he was not a party to the appli- 
cation, although he was aware that it was being made. The 
fact that his name was included among the applicants listed 
in the commissioners’ report was an error, he stated. 

However, the one vital point in the whole proposition 
so far as the baseball fan is concerned, is that the three-way 
negotiations between the city, the old Senior Amateur 
League and the Renfrew Park trustees will in no way affect 
the arrangements under which the Cardinals and Shastas 
are now playing until May 1, 1938 at the earliest. This is 
definitely assured by the agreement which made Clarence 
Campbell director of Renfrew with full authority to govern 
it until the expiration of the present lease on the above date. 

Last night on behalf of the applicants for the lease, 
Frank Dravton assured the writer that it was their inten- 
tion to use Renfrew for all possible kinds of sport, boxing, 
wrestling, rug track meets, etc., aS well as baseball. He 
declared that in the event pro ball started in Edmonton his 
group would be glad to rent Renfrew on a reasonable per- 
centage basis. The estimated cost of the present park im- 
provements is $8,000, while the lease carries with it an op- 
tion to buy the land from the city for $5,000,
